The reply filed on 26 June 2003 (Paper No. 14) is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action because of the following omission(s) 
or matter(s): 

(1) New claims 22-26 are directed to an invention that is patentably distinct from the invention that was already examined. For 
example, the originally examined claims recited a human G-protein coupled receptor EDG6, a DNA sequence encoding EDG6, 
vectors, host cells, and use of the EGD6 receptor for therapeutic methods and treatments. The new claims recite a method for 
determining the presence of leukocytes in a cell and/or tissue sample comprising obtaining a sample from a sbject, obtaining RNA 
from cell and/or tissue, and performing a Northern blot analysis of said RNA. Applicant is required to have pending claims directed 
to the originally elected invention. 

(2) This application contains sequence disclosures that are encompassed by the definitions for nucleotide and/or amino acid 
sequences set forth in 37 CFR 1.821(a)(1) and (a)(2). Specifically, the specification discloses primer sequences at pages 10-12 that 
are not accompanied by the required reference to the relevant sequence identifiers. This application fails to comply with the 
requirements of 37 CFR 1.821 through 1.825. Applicant must comply with the requirements of the sequence rules (37 CFR 1.821 - 
1 .825). Sequence issues cannot be held in abeyance.
